think Doug Wilson reported that 
component pricing available 
states. Component pricing did not 
just happen. Somebody went out 
and worked. would particularly give 
credit National All-Jersey, the 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation and the former manager 
Tri-State. Those three groups worked 
together. everybody getting little 
extra would check off, could prob- 
ably hire full-time milk man instead 
part-time assistance from All-Jer- 
sey.

Promoting Ourselves And Our Breed 


The following taken from 
nar that Doug Wilson, presented 
the annual meeting Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania May. Wilson the 
director genetic programs for 21st 
Century Genetics Shawano, Wis- 
consin. 

started reviewing facts about 
the Guernsey breed. Income over feed 
cost for Guernsey cow averages 
$903 according data collected from 
Iowa, New York, North Carolina and 
Pennsylvania processing centers. Se- 
men sold 1986 totaled 181,142 
domestic units while 8,542 units 
were exported. Wilson commented 
that two thirds the world’s dairy 
cattle have red hair coat and breed- 
ers want keep that way. 

The young-sire proving programs 
continued prove their value the 
current rankings for first-evaluation 
bulls Predicted Difference for 
Dollars (PDS) ranked Guernsey sires 
number one among all dairy breeds. 
Moreover, 5,055 units semen were 
sold for every bull that 
proving program. the current act- 
ive-Al sire summary, there are 
sires out that have been added 
during last year and four the top 
seven sires are new the last year. 
Fifteen sires versus nine proven bulls 
are above the PDS mark. 

The geneticist discussed the posi- 
tive opinions the industry has form- 
about the Guernsey breed. The 
Guernsey intermediate size 
therefore requires less maintenance. 
This golden-colored breed produces 
high-solids milk, basically free 
any undesirable genetic recessives, 
can start her reproductive life 
early age and their disposition 
quite favorable. 

Areas that industry opinions sug- 
gest need improvement include total 
pounds milk produced, milking 
speed, reproductive efficiency and 
competitive spirit the cow and calf 
livability. 

Wilson stated, feel Guernsey breed- 
ers need act like they have some- 
accept being kicked around. we, 
should say you, are not aggressive 
and tell your story, who will? one 
will promote your breed for you. 
think basic. The number one 
thing the Guernsey breed needs 
improve their self respect and their 
image the dairy industry.” 

The Guernsey breed has been 
leader various genetic programs 
throughout the entire industry. The 
breed was the first stop scoring 
bulls and discontinue showing bulls. 
Also, was the first breed organi- 
zation score cows using the 50- 
point linear system. Today every 
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breed the U.S. and several around 
the world the same. 

Wilson stressed that not just 
the Guernsey fraternity that needs 
know these facts. “Factual summa- 
ries and indisputable points need 
the educators this country. 
They not keep the breed 
trends well they could. Lead 
them, not wait for them,” said. 
The educators the industry influ- 
ence dairy youth, international part- 
ies interested U.S. genetics and the 
entire industry. 

“Breed advertising must also 


aggressive and rather pointed. There 
have been some excellent examples, 
but would recommend even more 
direct approach and increased fre- 
quency. The timing right,” Wilson 
added. further encouraged the 
group allocate research dollars 
land grant groups for practical appli- 
cation areas which hold promise. 
summarized his promotional 
speech with five points that will help 
the Guernsey breed improve its image 
the dairy industry and become 
more commercially competitve. 
Guernsey breeders need decide 
time and the timing right 
promote the breed. Page

The tattooing program prompted 
lengthy discussion. chairman the 
herd register committee, Lancaster 
said “installation the program was 
purely economic 
AGCC staff will save time and can find 
unnamed animal more quickly with 
tattoo number via the computer. 
January 1988, any papers needing 
sketch photograph will charged 
extra $2.00 fee. was also noted 
that other breeds have used tattooing 
program very successfully for years. 

Some people told situations when 
tattoos could not read. Proper man- 
agement the part the owner 
make sure the ear clean before tat- 
tooing was the response from both 
Erdman and Wright. 

Clark Vilter Hartland, Wisconsin, 
questioned, “Why the cost register- 
ing Guernseys with without tattoo 
high?” Lancaster told breeders 
that the AGCC registration fees were 
very much line with other organ- 
izations. 

Later the program Lavern McCas- 
kill Bishopville, South Carolina, said, 
have been using the tattoos ever 
since they have been available. had 
back sketching calves, would 
drop registration ...no question about 
it. old fashioned and too time con- 
suming. (sketching) not for the 
commerical dairyman.” 

“When there tattoo for brucello- 
sis and tattoo for registration the 
ear where does DHI identification 
go?” asked Joe Dammann from Plano, 
Minnesota. Lancanster again fielded 
the question. “Use neck chain, leg 
band put ear tag the 
different rib.” 

“Doug Wilson had interesting 
seminar,” Don Waterman from Willi- 
amstown, Missouri, stated. con- 
tinued, was just wondering the 
board was going take any action 
get this information the universi- 
ties.” Erdman assured Waterman that 
the AGCC would capitilize the op- 
portunity get the word out about 


Guernseys. The president then ecour- 
aged people donate the Promotion 
Fund that funding would availa- 
ble for promotional efforts. Currently 
Minnesota and the Pacific Northwest 
sales are the only ones donating cer- 
tain percentage sale proceeds the 
Promotion Fund.”

(ie. giving 1986 year-end production 
summary for records produced 
1985). All the 1986 lactations must 
done before 1987 can started.” 
Crosser concluded, “we will back 
schedule after the second quarter 

While Crosser was front and center, 
President Erdman asked her explain 
why catalog print not alway clear and 
what being done rectify the situa- 
tion. “We are looking buying another 
type personal computer with laser 
printer. the future plan order 
pedigrees off the mainframe, download 
them onto personal computer, edit, 
then print the pedigree laser prin- 
ter. This will allow two things. First, 
better printing and second, less time 
the mainframe available for 
other projects.” The equipment needed 
the 1986 budget according 
Lancaster.

Hiring Family Can Pose 


Special 

The most difficult labor problems for 
farms and other small businesses can 
the ones home.Employing family 
members the greatest labor challenge, 
says Bernard Erven, agricultural econ- 
omist Ohio State University. The labor 
demands dairy farm can make the 
situation even more difficult. 

“Dairy farmers typically have some kind 
help running their operation,” Erven 
says. “In the many cases, where the extra 
help family member, there are many 
more challenges.” 

The dilemma how treat family 
workers. Erven says the problem draw- 
ing the line between family and employee. 
While family members may never 
treated the same non-family em- 
ployee, agreeing how they are 
treated will make things better the long 
run. 
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“Parents’ relationships with their adult 
children complicate work conditions,” 
Erven says. “The key make things 
less casual you want employer- 
employee relationship. Establish specif- 
ics hours, wages, 
benefits—and make sure you stick that 
agreement. you not want that 
strict, make sure your expectations are 
adjusted accordingly.” 

Erven encourages parents treat 
employed family members they would 
other employees. Assuming your son 
daughter knows something because, 
“they have been around all their life” 
not good policy. “Make sure they under- 
stand the task and give them any neces- 
sary training,” says.

All your promotion and advertis- 
ing has been directed getting po- 
tential buyers the farm. not 
disappoint them. When they arrive 
either announced unannounced, 
drop what you are doing. The first 
five minutes they are the place can 
dictate your future success. you 
want profitable the regis- 
tered Guernsey business, the oppor- 
tunity merchandise more im- 
portant than finishing the load 
hay, more important than greasing 
the corn planter, more important 

First priority learn why your 
sentative wanting discuss con- 
tract mating, you probably know 
which cow(s) interest him. not, ask. 
your visitor breeder, known 
unknown you, ask them, “What 
would you like see today?” and 
“How much time have?” These 
two points are your guide suc- 
cessful visit. could they want 
see your automatic feeder and really 
not want see the cows today.

often when making herd visits 
owners drag visitors tour 
every cow, calf and heifer pen the 
farm. sharp owner will take the 
time necessary determine what 
the visitor sale selector wants 
see and show him the animals that 
are interest. more—unless, 
course, they ask. time, 
including yours, valuable. 
Explaining the Details

George Baker 

The founder Dairy, 81-year- 
old George Baker Moline, Illinois, died 
April 25, 1987. This past president 
the Illinois District GBA started 
Dairy 1924.

Costs producing milk rose during 
1975-84 $13.57 per hundredweight 
(cwt), according revised cost-of-produc- 
tion (COP) estimating procedures and 
cost-and-return budget formats. Other 
highlights this report include: 
Cash (out-of-pocket) costs rose per- 
cent during 1975-84to $10.64 
prices paid for such 
factors fuel and energy 1979 and 
1980 helped escalate these costs. 
Cash receipts, which measure gross 
production value, peaked 1981 
$14.94 per cwt, compared with $9.23 
1975. 
Costs producing milk the Pacific 
region rose from $7.57 per cwt, com- 
pared 1975 $11.44 per cwt 
1984, the smallest increase all 
regions. Production costs were more 
than per cwt lower than costs 
other regions every year during 1975- 
and $1.62 per cwt below aver- 
age costs for the period. 
Appalachia and the Corn Belt had the 
highest costs for 1975-84. The Corn 
costs per cwt increased $5.36, 
percent above the average in- 
crease and the largest increase for all 
regions.
